Targets of recall defend decision to close school 


Three Claremont school board members, targets of a 
recall campaign, have cited fiscal responsibility for their 
decision to close Sycamore Elementary School in June 
and move San Antonio Continuation High onto the 
premises 
Facing a recall drive are Beverly Shacklett. William 
Anderson and board President Ernest Taylor 
“Here we are trying to be fiscally responsible, and now 
we are going to be pushed up against the wall " com­ 
mented Mrs Shacklett. 
“Gov Brown has said that school districts must show 
him that they are fiscally responsible before he will come 
up with additional money.” 
“I felt that my election to the board gave me a respon­ 
sibility to all voters in the district.“ Taylor commented. 
Anderson said that “our children and quality education 
must take priority over special interests “ 
Mrs. Shacklett said she was disappointed with the at­ 
titude of certain members of the community, “who didn't 
want to listen to us” when the board asked Supt R S 
Kirkendall questions about facility usage 


“ I listen to all sides." she said 
Mrs Shacklett noted that the district has lost 1 000 
elementary students in the past seven years, and that 
enrollment at Sycamore has declined from 336 to 2B4 stu 
dents since 1971 
“ I was told bv the superintendent that movement of stu 
dents from Sycamore to Mountain View and Oakmont 
would not affect the quality of the educational program." 
she said 
Mrs Shacklett said that the district will reduci expen­ 
ditures by $50,000 a year by eliminating Sycamore and 
that means $50,000 more each year to spend on programs 
She said that she considers all areas of the district when 
she makes a judgment, "not just a specific schoo! " 
“I try to base all my decisions on the future, as well as 
the immediate situation." she said 
Mrs Shacklett noted that the continuation high school 
needs a permanent facility, rather than the five portables 
now used 
She said that state law dictates that any student wishing 
to attend a continuation school may do so. 


Taylor also cited the same reasons for the moving of 
San Antonio, and the closing of Svcamore 
“ 1 have, in all instances, voted on issues based on this 
responsibility, and 1 sincerelv fee! that discontinuance of 
the elementary program at Sycamore is the best interest 
of the entire district." Taylor commented 
He said that the district has the highest tax rate in the 
county and will have to increase the rate in 1978 to main­ 
tain the present program. 
Taylor said he felt that a recall election would be badly- 
timed and a waste of monev to the district, particularly 
since the next regular election is scheduled for March 
1977. 
He said the election would cost at least $20 000 
He cited declining enrollment and declining funding as 
necessitating reduction of an administrative unit in our 
continuing effort to maintain excellence in education." 
Anderson asked that consideration be given to the best 
interests of the schools, rather than how recall will affec t 
any individual 
I believe that recall would have a detrimentally 


divisive effect in the community." Anderson said 
He said that past and present boards and the 
superintendent have concurred that an elementary school 
south of Foothill Boulevard should be closed 
Anderson recalled that about four years ago at a 
workshop Kirkendall recommended moving San Antonio 
to Sycamore 
We didn't want to combine it with an elementary 
school." Anderson said 
He said that San Antonio will be undersired at the end of 
this year, and that the district is already delinquent in not 
moving the school 
“We were obligated last year by state law to allow any 
student who wanted to attend the school to go there." he 
explained 
All three cited district figures which project that expen­ 
ditures will exceed income bv $202,416 in 1976-77 $433,004 
in 1977-78. and $1,374,170 in i979-80 
District reserves will have been depleted, and 
programs will have been reduced by $936,275 in three 
years, the trio said 


Seek black 
Americans 
to fight 
in Angola 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Black 
Am erican veterans are being 
recruited here to fight in Angola, and 
organizers say several hundred ex- 
militarv men are ready to join in the 
civil war there alongside Western- 
backed forces next month 
Organizer Larry Mitchell, a 34- 
year-old Vietnam veteran who work>> 
as a technician in a Washington-area 
hospital, refused to say who is 
looting the bill for his mercenary ex­ 
pedition, but he would not rule out 
the CIA 
On Wednesday. Mitchell said his 
phone was ringing off the hook — the 
result of a weekend advertisement 
he placed in several newspapers 
"Veterans Wanted — Medical and 
technical skills and willing to 
travel.” 
“ I'm a trained, unemployed and 
professional fighter and I can be 
helpful,” recruit Wilbert Goodall 
said "I was trained to do this type of 
work. Out here in civilian life no one 
has any use for it." 
Meanwhile, dozens of British 
mercenaries flew out of London chi 
Wednesday, bound for Africa and the 
Angola fighting. 
The men generally were silent and 
many tried to hide their faces from 
photographers as they boarded 
planes But some said they had been 
recruited by Security Advisory Ser­ 
vices, a firm in Surrey, a county 
southwest of London, and were to be 
paid $300 a week, tax free, by the 
government of Zaire, an African 
neighbor of embattled Angola, 
j “ We ve been told to keep our 
mouths shut," said one of the 
m ercenaries. 
"T his is worth 
hundreds of pounds to me and there's 
no way I can get that kind of money 
doing anything else." 
Between 40 and 50 men left London 
on one flight and about 100 others 
reportedly followed later in the day. 
In Zambia, Roy lnms of the New 
York-based Congress for Racial 
Equality said he would seek black 
Americans to fight in Angola 
lnms said CORE cannot legally 
recruit U.S. volunteers, but he said 
CORE legally can sign up medical 
technicians to serve in Angola 
"If a combat veteran puts a 
medical badge on his arm and fools 
me, if someone says to me he s going 
there to stick needles in arms and 
then he picks up a rifle, 1 can t help 
that," lnms said 
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Driest year since 1903-04 
State drought nearing record 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - It's the 
rainy season in California, but the 
state is drier than it has been in 72 
years. And weather forecasters can’t 
say when rain will come to relieve 
the parching drought 
Barely half an inch of rain — .59 in­ 
ches — has fallen in Los Angeles 
since last July 31. making it the se­ 
cond worst drought on record Only 
1903-04 was worse. .57 inches 
The picture isn't any brighter 
elsewhere in California, where 


farmers and ski resorts are hurting 
from rainfall and snowfall levels 
severely below normal. 
The lack of ram has extended the 
brush fire season in Southern Califor­ 
nia, where a blaze last week 
destroyed or damaged 22 homes in 
San Clemente 
Three Northern California coun­ 
ties, Glenn. Colusa and Yok). have 
asked or are considering asking the 
state to declare them drought dis­ 
aster areas. 


Yolo County officials say that if 
conditions don’t improve, water use 
this summer will have to be cut back 
40 per cent 
In California’s rich, fertile Central 
Valley, Merced County supervisors 
have asked Gov Edmund G Brown 
Jr. to declare the county a disaster 
area. Madera County and other 
valley counties are also considering 
seeking such relief if the drought 
continues. 
And in the Napa and Sonoma wine 
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Sheriff’s deputies from Danville, III., came

25. uf 
Milpitas, now has feeling in all the fingers on her left hand 
and can wiggle them if she wants 
Miss Carpenter was injured Jan. 19 at a Santa Clara 
plastic packaging company when a cutting machine 
severed all the fingers on her left hand, except tor the 
thumb 
She underwent surgery (or 1$ hours while two plastic 
surgeons and a hand specialist used nncrobmocuiars to 
sew tiny blood vessels together. Eshieman said some 
sutures were only one third the diameter of a human hair 
and the accompanying needle is so uny that a forceps is 
needed to hold u

would be investigated by the regional 
board,’’ said the physician 
“Until now, doctors have been 
trained not to interfere in legal or 
business matters, but we are learn­ 
ing to get involved 
“Most of us have been taught from 
the time we entered medical school 
to be extremely careful in judging a 
disease or a peer. Because someone 
else did things differently didn t 
mean he was wrong. 
“We’ve been taught to be flexible 
and not to be hypercritical of 
others ” 
Dr 
Proffitt added that, until 
recently, it has been very difficult 
for the directors of one hospital to 
find out whv a certain physician was 
no longer on the staff of another in­ 
stitution 
“But under the Song Bill, a doctor 
could no longer hide facts from the 
Board of Medical Qualify Control or 
the Hospital Council of California 
“This has always been a real 
problem '' 
At present, doctors sitting as 
members of discipline boards are 
vulnerable to class action suits by 
doctors being investigated 
A section of the Song bill protects 
peer review com m ittees from 
damages for certain actions taken by 
them 
“These additional protections and 
guidelines would help the medical 
profession better regulate itself, 
said the LACMA spokesman 
Legislation introduced Wednesday 
by Assemblyman Bill McVittie. 1) 
65lh Dist., would reduce the number 
of claims in the court; 
This bill 
would require that 
malpractice 
claims be screened before suits are 
filed and would weed out unfounded 
or frivolous claims 
According to UPC statistics 


malpractice problems are not the 
result of the few doctors who are 
repeat offenders. 
Rather, 80 per cent of the suits are 
filed against doctors who have never 
had a malpractice claim. In fact, six 
months ago, one out of every three 
doctors in the state ha> a suit 
pending against him. 
Many of those sued are renowned 
professors and medical leaders who 
are being sued for maloccurence not 
any malpractice in their profession. 
While only seven per cent of the 
cases ever go to trial, the legal costs 
to the m edical profession are 
staggering, UPC officials said 
In addition, Dr 
Pleet said, the 
shortage of doctors in California is 
growing more acute every day, part­ 
ly as the result of financial uncer­ 
tainly facing doctors 
It is estimated that California 
lacks 2.500 primary care physicians 
at present. Each year, the state loses 
1 500 doctors through death, retire­ 
ment or leaving the state 
The state only graduates some 750 
from medical schools so it depends 
on recruiting about 800 from out of 
the state. 
But. according to Dr Pleet new 
doctors are not coming to California 
because of the malpractice in­ 
surance crisis. 
He said that only 30 per cent of the 
voung doctors who paid $125 to take 
the state medical examinations this 
month even showed up for the ex 
animations. 
“Our real rnsis is providing 
adequate medical care in the state, 
said Dr. Pleet 
Dr Proffitt said that the next two 
days are of utmost importance to 
both the doctors and every potential 
patient in the state

The Claremont City Council Tuesdav night received and 
filed a report from a council-appointed committee which 
had been studying possible services for 18 months 
The council decided that cable TV is not feasible at this 
time although committee member John Tessicr reposed 
that chances are slim that Claremont ever will have cable 
TV 
Tessier cited one main problem — the initial cost of set­ 
ting up cable TV would be $2 million. 
Tessier said that the committee learned there is a 
definite need for a cable TV system in some areas of 
Claremont because of poor reception and a desire among 
most residents to receive special first-run movies and 
sporting events 
Other advantages include meeting the special needs of 
the aged, having more public access through open forum 
and community service programs, and providing special 
programming to benefit the growing convention business 
Tessier commented 
Tessier said that the committee discovered that about 
89 per cent of Claremonters surveyed said they would be 
willing to pay a monthly fee and probably an additional 
fee for a special movie channel.

her parents, Sargant said

the maximum period of tension and 
stress a normal person could endure 
before breakdown 
he said

intervene and the 
brain goes into ’inhibitory’ reverse 
Patty endured induced tension for 
much longer than 30 days 
"M y own view is that she was not 
really ‘broken until around the 50th 
dav of the blindfolding, but the blind

And when it was removed she had a 
short period of unreality and a dis­ 
tortion of her body image which was 
alarming to her in the extreme” 


During the bank robbery for which 
she is now on trial, when Miss Hearst 
was photographed holding a gun,

Cold, impersonal system puts the wrong man in jail 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Two Los Angeles men 
named Ramon Flores were 
bom the same day. closely 
resemble each other, have 
nearly identical Social 
Security num bers 
and 
each has a wife and five 
children 
But only one of them — 
the wrong one — spent 
Christmas and New Years 
in jail. 
The wrong Flores. 
a 
factory worker, was at 
home napping last Dec 19 
when police knocked on the 
front door of his modest 
apartment. Told he was 
wanted in connection with 
the death of a 17-year-old 
boy in Fresno, he was read 
his rights, handcuffed and 
led away just as his wife 
and children, aged 2 to 12. 
were returning from a 
church function 
Flores told investigators 
he had never been to 
Fresno and that on tho day 
of the killing he was at 
work and his employers 
could prove it 
Police said if he was tell­ 
ing the truth he'd be out in 
a tew days. 


But th ey p ick ed up 
Flores, impounded his car, 
and took him to Fresno on 
Dec 22 He was arraigned 
C h ristm as E ve and a 
public defender was ap­ 
pointed 
A prelim inary 
hearing was not scheduled 
until Jan 7 and his own at­ 
torney did not even inter­ 
view Flores in depth until 
New Year s Eve 
On Jan 6. the day before 
the preliminary hearing, 
police finally compared 
Flores' fingerprints with 
the suspect's. The next day 
authorities ashamedly ad­ 
mitted their error There 
was no official explanation 
tor tho delay 
After 19 days in jail, one 
Ramon Flores was free, 
the other still at large 
I think sometimes they 
are always trying too hard 
to find the m an,” said 
Flores in halting English 
Although born here, he 
lived in Tijuana for years, 
and Spanish is his first 
language 
He pointed to his wife 
Maria and said. ‘She pas­ 
sed Christmas Day crying, 
she savs. and reading the 


Bible I bought for her for 
Christmas.* Relatives lent 
her monev to live on while 
her husband was in jail 
Fresno Deputy Public 
Defender Edward Sark» 
sian said he didn't inter­ 
view Flores immediately 
because of the holidays and 
his tight schedule 
But. 
“ When 1 interviewed the 
guv, I was convinced he 
was innocent right away 
He was such a quiet, mild- 
m a n n e re d 
fe llo w 
A 
gentleman with a capital 


G.” he said 
He said he called the dis­ 
trict attorney's office on 
Jan 2 and told them “ in 
my heart I thought we had 
the wrong guy 
Positive identification of 
Flores as “ the wrong guy” 
could have been made by 
his family who had his 
work records and a com­ 
mendation letter from his 
employer, said Sarkisian, 
but relatives insisted on 
bringing the documents 
personallv and didn't get to 


Fresno until Jan 5 They 
sudd thev had trouble get­ 
ting plant reservations in 
the holiday rush

But when Allen W T Davis died last Thursday at 94 in 
the 14th-floor hotel room where he had lived since 1927, he 
left about $1 million to charities in three states 
"He was one of a kind He was absolutely niggardly 
about spending money on himself 
said his stockbroker, 
Dick Wasson 
It was through stocks that Davis accumulated his for­ 
tune, parlaying a $4,000 inheritance in 1942 into his port­ 
folio 


A minor part of the estate was left to eight friends, with 
the rest to be divided equally among the Kentucky Lions 
Eye Foundation in Louisville, the Mid-South Lions Sight 
Servtc* in Memphis, the Birmingham Eye Foundation 
and Goodwill Industries here 
Executors said it will be some time before the exact 
amount of the estate is known because the money is tied 
up in a number of stocks. 
Davis originally was from near Lexington, Ky , where 
his father was a wheat dealer He attended Birmingham 
Medical College in the early 1900s but dropped out 
because of poor health Later he did a variety of things 
including the selling of pharmaceuticals in Michigan and 


working in the hearing aid business in New York City 
He and his wife from w’hom he was divorced many 
vears ago, had no children 
Wasson said Davis was "superintelligent, a profes­ 
sional trader " 
The assistant manager of the restaurant in the budding 
where Davis lived, Glendolyn Wilson, made sure he got 
his meals Once, she said, Davis fell and suffered a earpet 
hum on his leg She went to check on him and asked it she 
could borrow a few dollars He promptly handed it over 
but took the money back when hr realized she was going 
to use it to get medicine for him 
“ He washed his own clothes," Mrs Wilson said He 


recently gave her two silver spoons and told her never to 
lose them 
He wrould deny himself not to run up a bill, his dor tor 
said 
Davis ate lightly, mostly boiled eggs and grits, but 
drank large quantities of a special concoction of whisky 
and honey with a touch of lemon juice 
His doctor said Davis had some trouble hearing but 
none with his eyesight, and no one could sav why he 
picked eve foundations as his beneficiaries 
Davis kept a sign on hts door which read 
If you

al regulations and 24-hour 
wedding industry 
Nevada s the only state 
with no blood test require­ 
ment. There is no man­ 
dator, waiting period or

The tentative figures for

marriages

about 10 (XX) divorces and 
annulments lb* 101 ratio 
ot weddings to marriage 
split ups has been the pat­ 
tern here since about 1970 
The national average is 
about one divorce for every 
two marriages.

The most cogent arguments in favor of Ronald 
Reagan’s plan to shift certain responsibilities from 
the federal government to the states are being 
made not bv Mr. Reagan but by his supporters, as 
well as by others one would not ordinarily place in 
his camp. 
Even the New York Times, which is not exactly 
known as a champion of the conservative philoso­ 
phy, has praised Reagan for initiating a national 
dialogue on an issue that very much needs discus­ 
sion. 
The presidential candidate himself, however, 
continues to show a propensity for sticking his foot 
in his mouth at every opportunity 
Asked in New Hampshire what would happen if a 
state did not assume the social programs now so 
heavih underwritten by Washington, he replied 
that anyone unhappy with the way his state is 
managed can “ vote with your feet . . . vou can 
pack up and can move 
Sen Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, the once 
and quite possibly future Democratic presidential 
nomine«-, has jumped on this remark, calling it “ the 
most callous, brutal political statement I ve heard 
in the 20th century.’’ 
One shot from the hip deserves another, perhaps 
but certainly Reagan does himself no good by 
dropping ill-considered quips in response to ques­ 
tions that really demand thoughtful answers 
Indeed, this question goes to the heart of his 
proposal. What WOULD happen if a state decided 
not to, or was unable to, assume the obligations 
transferred to it by the federal government? 
It is true, of course, that what we call the 
“federal dollar’’ is only money that the federal 
government takes from the taxpayers of the several 
states, that there is a certain amount of waste in­ 
volved in shipping this money to Washington and 
back again, and that the richer states receive less 
in federal grants than they pay out in taxes 
But it is also true that thè poorer states, and some 
not so poor, have benefitted greatly from this 
arrangement. New Hampshire, lor example, which 
was probably the worst place Reagan could have 
broached his plan in. has one of the lightest state 
tax burdens 
New H am pshirites would not have to be 
“callous“ to shrink from imposing state sales and 
income taxes on themselves, which they are now 
happily without, notwithstanding the fact that their 
federal 
taxes presumably would be reduced 
commensura tely. 
As for “ voting with your feet.” this is already a 
source of the ills plaguing many of our cities. A 
large part of the financial plight of New York City 
is attributed to its liberal welfare system which 
has been a magnet drawing tens of thousands of 
people from other states. 
It is also debatable* whether state governments 
are notably more efficient than the federal govern­ 
ment , or more attuned to and responsive to the 
needs of their citizens. 
In manv states there has long been a sort of unde 
clarcd war between the cities and rural-domina ted 
legislatures. New York City, and the state it s in, is 
again a prime example 
And even if the states were to prove willing to 
continue programs shifted to them by the federal 
government, some ot them simply do not have th«' 
resources to do so. 
There is much about Reagan's plan, as well as his 
person and his philosophy, that appeals, especially 
in this Bicentennial year when we are reminded of 
th«* self-reliant qualities of our forebears, 
But this is, after all. one country, not the colle« 
tion of sovereign, rival entities it was 200 years ago 
in a far simpler time - a country, moreover, whos** 
federal government was estabiisheii “ to promote 
the general welfare” of the people ot ail the states

Since the Karen Quinlan rase refocused world at- 
tention on “the right to die.” the question has been 
debated bv evervone — except doctors 
Doctors know more about this subject than 
anvbodv vet there is one thing they know but don t 
want to say Yes, of course, they do — let people 


dl For generations doctors have compromised with 
death. However the Hippocratic oath rna> b«' in­ 
terpreted literally doctors throughout history have 
allowed Irreversible illness to end itself 
Now the responsibility is complicated by th«' 
availability of machines that can breathe for you, 
tubes that can eat for you. wires that can keep your 
disabled heart beating; you can be in a coma and in 
pam, without a functioning liver, lungs, kidneys or 
brain - and go on Uvmg 
A maternity hospital has machines to reset* 
brain-damaged babies, ensuring for them years in a 
respirator and for their families anguish, expens* 
and problems 
Families of voung victims of cystic fibrosis suffer 
an 85 per cent divorce rate and a 15 per cent suicide 
rate 
So doctors make life-and-death judgments 
everv day 
Even the Roman Catholic concept of natural law 
looks the other way, generally the Catholic Church 
does not hold that human life must be supported by 
extraordinary means 
In any consideration of a legal allowance to 
protect the doctor s discretion, this becomes th* 
valid question 
If we legitimate«' “pulling the plug,” then whom 
do we allow to plav God9 As is. the doctor Is likely 
to consult with the family 
Dr Paul Patterson, a pediatrician, says he ma\ 
ask a parent for permission to do what he, the do* 
tor, thinks best — to administer additional therap\ 
or to withdraw It as necessary 
“ Most," he says, 
are glad to delegate th« 
decision “ The limelighted Quinlan case forced a 
procession of medical witnesses publicly to pon 
tiflcate about their “ethical and legal respon­

USC's Bob Boyd is in worse shape 
than the other two coaches but little 
is said about Boyd s problems while 
Sharman and Bartow are the center 
of attention 
It s probably because nobody cares 
about Boyd and the Trojans 
There was an interesting letter in a 
Los Angeles newspaper last week 
When John McKay ran the sbow at 
I SC he was an advocate of getting 
rid of the Northwest schools from 
the Pacific-8 Conference because of 
the lack ot competition and at ten 
dance 
So, one fan suggested the Pae-8 get 
rid of USC in basketball for the same 
reasons 
USC draws the smallest home 
crowds of any Pac-8 team Most ot 
the fanatic Trojan alumni who live or 
die with each football game avoid the 
Sports Arena like a plague 
For years, bovd had to suffer in 
anonvmity while cross-town rival 
UCLA was recording national cham­ 
pionships on an annual basis under 
the wizardry of John Wooden 
Wooden finally retired after last 
year so Boyd had his big chance 
But new Bruin coach. Bartow in­ 
herited a team consisting of All- 
A m erican types like R ichard 
Washington and Marques Johnson 
plus many other outstanding players 
including the top prep sensations 
from the Southland 
Young team 


Meanwhile, Boyd had a young but 
promising team in USC The Trojans 
don't have a senior but most of the 
key players had game experience 
Not too much was expected of this 
USC team The forecast for the Pac-

Pentagon eyes ex~G/s for any 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pentagon officials are eyeing a 
growing pool of peacetime Army veterans as a possible 
source of trained military manpower in any emergency 
mobilization. 
They calculate that, unless some new system is 
developed for tapping this pool, the Army would find itself 
about 250.000 men short of its urgent needs in the first 
months of a rapidly developing, intense war in Europe 
Although Pentagon officials are not dismissing the 


possibility of a long war. they appear most concerned 
about the Army's ability to mobilize enough trained men 
quickly in event of a sudden, m assive Soviet attack on 
Western Europe. 
The problem grows out of the shrinkage of the Army’s 
Reserve since the end of the draft. 
That Reserve manpower pool, drawn on in emergencies 
to fill out regular, National Guard and Reserve units to 
combat strength, used to receive a large and steady flow 


emergency 


of young men who had finished two years as draftees and 
still had four years of military obligation to fulfill 
But now men who served in the peacetime volunteer 
Army enlist for three or more years This means they 
spend longer on active duty and thus are subject to 
shorter periods of Reserve obligation than were the two 
year draftees. 
As a result, officials predict the Reserve will shrink by 
about two-thirds over the next three years, to a total of 


about 100 000 men 
Looking at the problem the Pentagon would face in 
event of a major Soviet attack on NATO at that time 
military planners figure they would need an additional 
one million soldiers in the first four months after out 
break of th^ crisis 
About 200.000 of these would be 
required to replace casualties in expectedly intense 
fighting 
But planners say a call-up of National Guard and 
Reserve units and mobilization of men from the depleted 
Reserve pool, plus some other limited sources, would 
leave the Army about 250,000 men short
